Dear Alumni and Friends, 


This academic year has been eventful and exciting. We've been busy with campus improvements, but 
weve also walked through some difficult personal losses. Our campus verse for the academic year is 
Hebrews 10:24-25: “And let us consider one another in order to provoke love and good works, not 
neglecting to gather together, as some are in the habit of doing, but encouraging each other, and all the 
more as you see the day approaching” (CSB). My prayer for Bryan College this year has been that we will 
prioritize loving one another through encouragement (our words) and service (our actions). 


Last summer, we began working on much needed renovations in Arnold and Woodlee-Ewing to provide 
better space for our students to do life. Renovations in the Livesay Learning Center for the new Clara 
Ward School of Nursing were recently completed, and they are preparing to begin nursing classes in the 
new space this fall. As we seek to expand our mission of preparing servants of Christ, I am excited to see 
this new program grow and develop in the coming years. Another addition to our academic programs is 
Bryan College’s first doctoral program, the Doctor of Business Administration. Adding these programs 
to our portfolio represents a significant step forward for Bryan College and our mission to serve students 
who will go on to make a difference in today’s marketplace and world. 


The robotics club 
recently hosted more than 200 students for a robotics competition. Our graduating theatre students 
presented a theatrical adaptation of C.S. Lewis Zhe Great Divorce, and our women’s basketball team 
won the regular season conference title for the fourth year in a row! Our student-led discipleship group 
program is also thriving. Nineteen discipleship groups are meeting regularly on campus with 158 
students participating. 


Over Thanksgiving break, freshman 
student Alivia Mynes passed away along with her father in a car accident. Alivia aspired to follow in 

her father’s footsteps by working in Human Resources, and she was pursuing a degree in Business

a surgery. Jonathan had worked at Bryan since he was a student 
and was known for his generosity and hospitality, as well 
as giving out parking tickets. We mourn these losses 
of friends and colleagues, yet we rest in the hope of 
eternal life in Christ our Savior. 


Through everything, we have clearly seen God 
working on the Hill, and we continue to pursue 
our mission of educating students to become 
servants of Christ to make a difference in todays 
world. Please join me in praying for continued 
growth and strength for our students and campus.

2022 LION OF VALOR AWARD RECIPIENTS 


In April, we awarded the Lion of Valor to Camille Holley 
(Women’s Track and Field) and Jon David Nelson (Men’s Track 
and Field). These students were chosen not only for their 
excellence in their sport, but also for the character qualities 
they exhibit. Recipients of the Lion of Valor award are student- 
athletes who are steadfast, loyal, selfless, compassionate, 

and driven in their relationships, studies, and athletic 
commitments, fighting “the good fight” of faith in everything 
they do (1 Tim.

BRYAN SOFTBALL TEAM CROWNED AAC CHAMPIONS 


Our Lady Lions Softball Team secured their first AAC 
Championship in program history with a sweep over No. 21 
Tennessee Wesleyan last spring. This victory also punched their 
ticket to the NAIA National Championship Opening Round for 
the first time since 2014. 


BRYAN BASEBALL MAKES PROGRAM HISTORY IN 
WIN OVER UNIVERSITY OF NORTHWESTERN OHIO 


Last May, the #5 seeded Bryan College Baseball team played in their second 
elimination game of the МАТА National Championship Opening Round 
against the #2 seeded University of Northwestern Ohio (ОМОН). The Lions 
jumped ahead early in the 1st inning and added three more runs in the 3rd 
inning. The pitching duo of Jacob Hallmark and Trevor Ferguson led a 
defense that held the Racers to just four runs off eight hits. Bryan claimed 
the victory with a final score of 7-4 and advanced to the Opening Round 
Championship Game for the first time in program history. 


SPRING ATHLETIC HONOR ROLL 


Each year, in order to make the Honor Roll, each student-athlete needs to 
attain a grade-point average of 3.3 or higher for the semester. Including both 
varsity and junior varsity, the department average in spring 2022 was 3.16 GPA. 
32 of our athletes achieved a 4.0 GPA, with over 50% of our entire student-athlete 
body receiving a 3.3 GPA or above.

he Vogel School of Engineering boasts 100% job placement! All of our first graduating class have either 
been accepted into graduate “5 or have begun jobs in engineering with an average salary of $60k. 
In addition, we had 100% internship placement in Summer 2022 for rising seniors in engineering. As 
engineering summer internships are highly sought after, we were blessed to have all our students who were 
seeking internships find placement. 


The Vogel School of Engineering has completed all steps in the ABET accreditation process. The ABET annual 
cycle ends in July at which time they will take the final vote on our accreditation. We eagerly await hearing from 
them in July and are thankful for God’s blessings throughout this process. 


On February 3-4, the Robotics teams раа in their first Collegiate VEX Robotics Competition at 
Clemson University. The competition was a learning experience for the new teams, who finished 11th and 13th 
out of 15 participating teams. The teams are motivated to improve their robots for next years competition. 


On April 14th in the cafeteria at 11am, the Engineering students in the Introduction to Design class will 
compete in a rope climbers competition. Students will form teams and design a robot that will climb a rope 
competing for fastest climb and most weight carried.

"The Senior Engineering students participate in a year-long 
design project. This year we have three teams working on 
projects. One is working with a sea cucumber hatchery 

in Indonesia to develop a plan for improvement and 
expansion. Another is building a concrete canoe that not 
only floats, but will also compete in an ASCE concrete canoe 
competition at UTC. The third team is designing a mobile cart 
to safely transport sensitive medical equipment for hospitals 
located in developing nations. This cart can be assembled onsite using the team’s design plans with locally 
available materials. These projects help the students put all their learning to use in real-life applications. 


We are continuing to recruit Engineering students for the 2023-24 school year. The total recruiting cycle is up 
10% and we already have 40% more deposits over this time last year. 


Last year we had 21 students in the Engineering track for the Summer Institute. This summer we will add a 
second engineering track. Students attending can choose Exploring 3D Design or Exploring Electrical Systems.

INTERNATIONAL OPPORTUNITIES FOR BRYAN STUDENTS AND ALUMNI 


he Bryan Center for International Development offers global internship programs each year for students 

in business, government, humanitarian, and health-related areas. Through this program, a group of 

Bryan students and alumni traveled to the Czech Republic to intern with several organizations for two 
weeks last summer. 


Students Tommy Newman (Sophomore - Politics & Government) and Joshua Cresswell (Junior - Politics & 
Government) spent their first week in Prague with the European Values Center for Security Policy/Kremlin 
Watch in Prague. This NGO is one of the most important non-governmental agencies monitoring Russian 
activities in the world. Tommy and Joshua were able to observe a few briefings, learning the nitty gritty of these 
confidential jobs. One of the bigger jobs during the week was editing the newsletter since it is produced in 
English. None of the people they were working with were fluent in English, so Tommy and Joshua were able to 
help make grammar corrections for a professional newsletter to go out to the public. 


Tommy and Joshua spent the second week of their trip in Olomouc staying in a dorm room at Palacky 
University. They were able to tour local businesses, sit in on meetings, network with professionals, and see some 
sites in the historical city. When asked how he believed Bryan College prepared him for his experience during 
these two internships, Tommy said Bryan has a great international presence that prepared him to talk to others 
outside of his comfort zone. He was able to use the international religious differences to spread the gospel of 
Christ without being pushy, and he said that Bryan prepared him for those kinds of sensitive conversations with 
others. Joshua expressed similar sentiments and stated that he appreciated spending time and connecting with 
the students from other cultures that were near his age and being able to compare what it was like to be a 
college student there. 


Jordan Hubbard (Sophomore - Communication), Ben Paul (Senior - Marketing), and Jeremy Eastwood 
(2018 Alumnus - Philosophy and Economics) spent their first week in the Czech Republic working with 
Raiffeisen Bank, where they were able to gain insight into a variety of departments including research and 
development, accounting, and marketing. During their second week in Olomouc, the group worked hands-on 
with start-up companies and were able to make comparisons about how they do business in the Czech Republic 
compared to America. 


‘This experience was Jordan’s first trip out of the country. She was grateful for the opportunity to experience 
a new culture and meet new people: “I made so many new friends on the trip that I probably would have 
never thought to go up to and talk to before.” Ben particularly enjoyed learning more about the world of 
international banking. On one of the days they were there, there was an internal problem at the bank, and 
Ben and the team worked together to present a solution to board executives that was then implemented. 
Jeremy joined the team to see what he could learn to strengthen his rental business here in Dayton. He had 
the opportunity to work alongside the branch manager of Raiffeisen Bank, and they were able to relate well 
and bounce ideas off each other.

In 1930, 16-year-old Reba Arnold was a student in the first classes of Bryan College with a desire to prepare for 
public school teaching. Since the newly opened college was not academically recognized for teacher certification, 
Reba dropped out after 2 years, but she returned in 1956 and graduated in 1960. Reba taught in the schools of 
Rhea County for 22 years. 


‘The Reba Arnold Fitzgerald Education Scholarship is a memorial scholarship funded by her family for the 
purpose of encouraging students who are pursuing a career in teaching. Each year, this scholarship will be 
awarded to an Education major with a minimum 3.0 GPA who applies by submitting an essay about why they 
believe God is leading them into the field of education. Once a student is selected as a recipient of the RAF 
Scholarship, the scholarship will be available to renew up to three more years. Recipients will be designated as 
RAF Scholars and should meet once per year. 


JONATHAN BACON SCHOLARSHIP 


Just before Christmas, Bryan College lost a long-time employee and a dear friend in Jonathan Bacon. Bryan 
College is honored to announce the establishment of a scholarship in memory of Jonathan. 


Jonathan was known on campus for doing menial tasks with excellence, attention to detail, and lack of applause.
